John Littler, manager for the 
telephone company. in the north 
part of Lake county, accompanied 
by Harry Greenlee, line foreman, 
appeared before the board Tuesday 
evening with a copy of a franchise 
given the old Chicago Telephone 
Co., July 6, 1898. 

The franchise was signed by J. C. 
James, president, of the village 
board, and A. P.. Ames, clerk, and 
provided that in turn for the pri- 
vilege of operating' the telephone 
system in Antioch. the telephone 
company would provided free ser- 
vice for each and-every fire station . 
the village had. . . 

The franchise passed to the Bell 
Telephone Co., successor of the Chi- 
cago company, and is still In effect. 

While the village gets the tele- 
phone for the fire station free, It 
has to pay for the extensions and 
for the bell alarm at the village 
building. 

Littler gave the board a copy of 
the new franchise commonly used 
but left open the amount of free 
service the village would ask in ex- 
change for the privilege. 

"I'm convinced that the telephone 
is here to stay," joked Mayor James 
McMillen. "I don't think there will 
be any trouble replacing the old 
franchise. We're not going to make 
you tear lines out," he quipped.

The Waste Goes On 

Fire prevention is important at any time. It is 
especially important in a time of emergency, such as 
the present, when there is a heavy demand for man- 
power and materials of all kinds, and when waste is 
a serious drain on the energies of the nation. 

The organized war against fire has increased in 
intensity. The experts are doing all they can to re- 
duce the toll. But, unfortunately, the waste is con- 
tinuing at a high and disgraceful rate. In the 12 
months which ended September 30, for example, di- 
rect fire loss was more than $685,000,000— an increase 
of about two per cent over the preceding 12 months. 
This can only be a reflection of the public's failure to 
learn and apply the simple rules of fire prevention.
